Note: The firm of ‘Astor & Company’ has interesting affiliations with America. 
It was George Astor, the eldest brother of the first John Jacob Astor, who left home at 
an early age to establish himself in a musical instrument firm in London; he was for 
some time in association with John Broadwood, the famous English pianoforte maker. 
John Jacob Astor sailed for Baltimore in 1783 with a small invoice of musical instru- 
ments to sell on commission; but meeting a furrier on shipboard, who told him of the 
high profits to be obtained in the fur trade, he later diverted his activities to the business 
which ultimately established his fortune. On establishing himself in America, he made 
arrangements with Astor and with Broadwood to become their agent in America, and 
according to Appleton’s Cyclopaedia of American Bio graphy, “he opened a wareroom 
for the sale of musical instruments, becoming the first regular dealer of such articles in 
the United States.” The Broadwood firm entered into an arrangement with the Astors to 
export to America Broadwood pianos especially marked with the Astor name; so that the 
firm of ‘Astor & Company’ of London would appear to have been a harmless commer- 
cial myth of the period. A clavier by the same ‘maker’ appeared in Part II of the 
Haskell Collection.
